true piety, ſingular wiſdom, finCere zea! to juſtice, and fatherly care of His 
people, the Eſtates of this Kingdom have not tound any bringing more deſer- 
ved commendation and Ptziuaucas — . oo Fits Va jeſty or greater profit, 
quietnes and comfort to His lubjects, nor his conſtant perſeverance in his moſt 
religious and prudent reſolution to extitpat the ungodly, barbarous and brutall 
cuſtom of deadly feads, which by the ĩnveterat abuſe of many by-paſt ages was 
become ſo frequent in this Realm, as the ſubjects of greateſt rank and quality, 
upon every naughty occaſion of baſe and unworthy contraverſies ofneighbour— 
hood, for turves, fold-dyks, furts or marches of lands, fooliſh words, or drun- 
ken diſcords between their meaneſt ſervants and dependers, and any other in the 
Countrey, did ſo readily embrace the protection of their nnjuſt and unneceſſi 

quarrels , as did many times involve themſelves and their whole friend{bip in 
moſt bloody and mortall troubles , which they did profecute with ſach malice 
and cruelty, as to the extream perill of their ſouls, infamy of their memori 

and overthrow of their own and their adverſaries houſes, did d iſtract the King- 


ſeditious and Civill warres, The inconveniences whereof being manifeſtly ſeen 
and ſenſibly felt, both by the Princes and people of this Realm in many by-paſt 
ages, and earneſtly ſought to have been removed, yet the corruption was io u- 
niverſall, that the greateſt part prevailing againſt the beſt, that cruell barbarity 
hath both continuance and daily increaſe, untill His ©Haje#y bending the ex- 
cellent wiſdom and rate Graces of His Royall mind ( wherewith GOD hath en» 
dued Him more abundantly then any King that ever did reign in this Iſland) 
againſt that godleG, unnaturall and beaſtly cuſtom , did deviſe and eſtabliſh a 
moſt godly, juſt and prudent Law and Ordinance for the courſe to be obſerved, 
for removing upon equitable and juſt conditions the deadly feads , which then 
ſtood in great number between the moſt powerfull ſubjects of this Kingdom 
and their kinſmen, aſſi ſters and pattakers: In the execution whereof, 6 OD 
having miraculouſly aſſiſted his Majeſtie: moſt holy and juſt' intention after 
exceeding great care and pains taken by his Majeſty in tryall of the ori- 
ginall cauſes of the ſaids diſcords, the true circumſtances of the in-

dom in oppoſit factions, and many times furniſhed matter of moſt pernicious, 
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His Aajeſty and Lords of His Privy Councel ſhall appoint for the o .

be indifferently made for redreſſe of all by-paſt harmes and wrongs ; His A 
ſties admirable conſtancie hes ſo overcome all difficulties, that the whole kne 
fcads within the Kingdom being now removed by perfect reconciliation, and j 
contentment of all parties having intereſt therein, His Majeſties whole ſubje 
finds ſuch joy and happines in the ſweet fruits of His wiſdom and providence e 
preſſed in that caſe; that they earneſtly with that His Mjeſty who hes ſo cat 
fully excermioate that abeminable peſt of deadly feads, may in his fingular w 
dom finde means for ever to prevent the reviving of that monſter. Whercit 
His CHajeſty confidering that nothing gave ſo great growch and ſtrength to that 
by-palt barbaritie, as the ſlouth of Magiftrats in not ſuppreſſing the ſitſt feads 
of theie diſſentions, which being ſmall and weak in the beginning, for Peets, 
Turves, Devits, Fold - dyks, Poyndings, neighborly marches, injurious words 
or light brawls were then eaſily to be ſetled, if diligence and authority had been 
joyned for tepreſſing thereof, which being neglected by thoſe to whom it ap- 
pettained, theſe light jarres and inſolencies did very oft kindle ſuch flames oꝓtr 
diſorder, ,diflention , rankor and fead, as in many years with great ſtreams of 
blond, deſolation and ruine of great and ancient houſes and races could hardly 9 
be quenched.

© according to the order which they ſhall ſee obſerved within the ſame ; whereof

gers, who (ball have occaſion to relate the ſame. The reſpe& whereof having 
induced His Aajeſty to preſcrive to the Nobilitie apparel for the Parliament 
becomming their honourable Eſtate. And underſtanding that the remanent mem- 
bers of that high Court have not reformed themſelves to the like conveniencie, 
neither yet that the courſe intended by His Majeſty for diſcharging Noblemen 
and Gentlemen to be elected Proveſts and Magiſtrats of Burrows (whereofnone 
ould be capable but Burgeſſes, actual traffickers and inhabitants of the ſaid Bur- 
rows) hes tane ſuch effect as is moſt neceſſar for preſervation of the liberties and 
good eſtate of the G- Aru. nd hindring the diſſipation of their common 
good, and pervetting of their priviledges. For remeed whercof, His AMajeſy 
with advice of the Eftates of His Highnes Parliament, ftatutes and ordains, that 
no man ſhall in any time comming be capable of Proveſtrie or other Magiſtracie 
- within any Burgh ofthis Realm, nor to be elefte to any of the faids Offices 
within a Burgh, but merchants and actual traffickers inhabiting within the faids 
| Magifrats Burghs allanerly, and no others. And that the ſaids Magiftrats of Burrows 
Burrows. to be hereafter elected, and their Commiſſioners of Parliament, ſhall have and 
2 ar. wears at Parliament, Conventions and other ſolemne times and meetings when 
the dignitie ſhall require it, ſuch comely and decent apparel as His Aaſeſty hall 
reſcrive convenient for their rank and eſtate, whereby they maybe diſcerned 
rom other common Burgeſſes, and be more reverenced by the people ſubjeR 

to their charge. And becauſe a comely , decent and — ite and apparel 
in the Judges of the Land, is not only an ornament to themſelves (being a badge 

and mark for diſtinguiſhing them from the vulgar fort) but the fame allo breeds 

in common people that reverence and regard that is due and proper for men in 

theſe places. And this being a cuftome univerſally obſerved almoſt through all 
Europe, the want whereof is greatly cenſured by ſtrangers reſorting in theſe 

ons. parts: The ſaids Eftates therefore upon infinite proofs they bave of His Alaje- 
isreferred ſties moſt ſingulat wiſdom in all His directions, and of His gracious love and af-

And ſpe- 
cially that the reſtitution of forfaulted perſons, pretending themſelves Patrons 
of Benefices , either by His Majeſties gracious favour, pardon or rehabilitation, 
or by reduction of their forfaulturs, ſhall not be an occaſion to ſubvert the eſtate 
of thoſe who obtained lawfull proviſion of any of the ſaids Benefices by preſenta- 
tion, or gift of the Kings Majeſty, or others to whom His Highnes difponed the 
right of Patronage thereof, during the forfaulture ſtanding of the other pretended 
Patron, whoſe crime could neither be any reaſon to make the vaikand Benefice

good effects of His Majeſties careful providence , to repteſſe the innume- 
rable diſorders , crimes and offences, which before his happy atteining to the 
Crown of England, were not only frequent, but almoſt ordinar in theſe bounds 
of the Kingdoms of Scotland and England, (which then being the Borders of the 
two Kingdoms, are now become the middle Shires thereof.) Hes reduced thefe 
parts to ſo good prcergte of peace and obedience , as in ſo ſhort time could 
' hardly have been expected. Neveritivti e ic is founden by experience, that 
alſwell in theſe Shires, as in divers others parts of both Kingdoms, ſome evil dife 
poſed perſons are emboldened to attempt and perpetrate many haynous crimes 
and offences; upon hope of impunitie. If after the committing of the ſame in 
the one Countrey, they may flee and eſeape to the other, and not be ſent back to 
the place of their offence, The practice whereof hes made many odious crimes 
and trangreſſions heretofore to remain unpuniſhed, to the great contempt of His 
Aajeſties authoritie, and univerſal grief of all good ſubjects of both King - 
doms.

ing the affairs tending to the weil of their Cathedrall Kir ks, and belonging there- 
to, as the auld Chapter formerly had, and theſe others Chapters before- 
mentioned, appointed allanerly for election of the faids Archbiſhops, ſhall no 
wayes be derogatory to the others ordinary Chapters eſtabliſhed for the 
handling of the affairs of their Sees in maner above-written,

ACT III. 
Anent the Plantation of Kirks, * 


O U R Soveraigne Lord, conſidering that there be divers Kirks within this 

Kingdom not planted with Miniſters, where- through Ignorance and 
Atheiſme abounds amongſt the People: and that many, of thoſe that are plant- 
ed, have no ſufficient proviſion or maintenance appointed to them, whereby the 
Miniſtery are keeped in povertie and contempt, and cannot fruitfully travell 
in their charges. Conſidering alſo that nothing 1s more properly belonging to 
his Princely care, then to ſee to the good eſtate of the Kirks within his Do- 
minions, out of that zeale which His Majeſty beares to the promoving of the 
Kiugdom of Chriſt. 

And for an perfit remedie of thoſe evils, with advice and conſent of the 
Eſtates of Parliament, hes granted full power and commiſſion to the Lord 
Chancellour for the time, and to the reverend- Fathers in GOD, John Arch- 
biſhop of S. Andrewes, James Archbiſhop of Glaſgow, Alexander Biſhop of 
Dunkeld, Alexander Biſhop of Aberdene, Alexander Biſhop of Murray, 

| Patrick Bilhop of Roe, «Adam Biſhop of Dixblane, and William Biſhop of 
Galloway : Eight perſons nominate for the Clergie and Prelats. And in ęaſe of 
the deceaſe of any of them, To Anurew Biſhop of Brecbin , George Biſhop of 
Orkaa Andrew Biſhop of Argyle, and Fobn Biſh op of (aithner. Which four 
perſons, 
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perſons, His Aajeſty and Eſtates hes nominate to ſupply and become in the 
place of any of the other eight foreſaids, if any ſhall happen to deceaſe before 
this Commiſſion be finiſhed. To wit, the ficſt of the foure in the place of the 
firſt of the eight deceaſing, and fo in order ſucceſſively as they are named. And 
to Jobn Earl of Ar Lord Theſaurer, James Marques of Hamilton, James 
Earl of Abercorne, William Earl of Tallibardiu, Robert Earl of Roxbnrgh, 
Fohn Viſcount of Lawderdale, Thomas Lord of Binning, and David Lord of 
Carnegie, eight perſons nominate for the Nobilitie. And in caſe of any ot their 
deceaiet, To Alexander Lord Elphinftoun , nominate to become inthe place 
of the firft deceaſing, Alexander Earl of Eglinton inthe ſecond, John Earl of 
Perth in the third, and Fob» Lord of Balmir renoch in the fourth. And to the 
Commiſſioners under- written nominate for the Barons: To wit, #iliam 
Dowglas of Drumlemig , Sir Walter Dundas of that ilk, Sir James Halibur- 
ton of Pitcur, Sir Joby Hamilton of Lettrié, Sir ohn Wais of Barnbaroch, Sir 
Andro Murray of Balwaird, Sir Alexander Gordon of Cluny, ard to Sir George 
Auchinlek of Balmanno, And in caſe of any of their deceaſes, to 7 hemd 
Urquhard Sheriff of Cromartie, Sir Alexander Strachan of Thornton, Joſtas 
Steward of Boniton, and Sir Nobert Steward of Schillinglaw pet ſons nominate 
to become in order as they are named in places of any of the eight deceafing. » 
And to James eArnor Burgeſſe of Edinburgh, Maſter Alexander Widder burns 
Clerk of Dundie, Sir Thomas Menxeis Proveſt of eAberdein pobn Scherar 
Burgeſſe of Sterling, Andre Milne Burgeſſe of Linlithgo, John O. burne Burpeſſe 
of Air, Fob Mas Clerk of Carel, and Sir George Bruce of Carnock Knight, 
Burgeſſe of Culros, eight perſons nominate for the Burrowes, And in caſe 
of any of their deceaſes, to Alexander (, lerk Merchant Burgeſſe of Edinburgh, 
Maſter . William Fer guſon Burgeſſe of Dundie, George Nicolſon Burgeſſe of 
Aberdein, aud Jom Williamſen Clerk of Sterling: Perſons nominate to (opply 
in order auy of the other eight Commiſſioners foreſaids deceafing» Which 
toreſaids Commullioners, or an n t EIHTC nominate as ſaid 1s, Conſent» 
jog and agrering in ane Voice, ſhall have power to convein, conſult, and to 
determin upon the matters.and in manner under - written. Providing alwayes, that 
there is and (hall be neceſſarly requiſit to the validitie of an Act, concluſion, or- 
dinance and determination of the ſaids Commiſſioners, the conjunct aſſent of 
five of every one of the ſaids four Eftates, all agreeing together in an voice, 
without the which conſent of the ſaids five of ilk Eſtate ſo agreeing, the reſt of 
the ſaids Commiſſioners ſhall have no power to make any valide or effectuall 
concluſion by vertue of this preſent Commiſſion, but whatſoever ſhall be 
otherwayes done, is declared to be of no availe, force nor effect. Thar is to ſay, 
Oar Sovetaigne Lord and Eſtates of Parliament by the tenour hereof, gives, 
grants, and commits full power and zuthoritie to the ſaids Commitſfioners to 
meet and conveen in the Town of Edinburgh, at ſik time and times as they ſhall 
appoint and finde convenient, and there to call and ſummond before them, all 
Patrons, Tackſmen of teinds great and ſmall, and all others having right by 
whatſomever title to the TeinJs within this Kingdom, as they ſhall think 
neceſſar and expedient to exhibite and produte before them their rights and 
ticles, whereby they claime the ſaids teinds to be ſeen and confidered by the 
faids Commiſſioners, With power to them out of the faids teinds of every 
Parochin, to appoint and alfigne at their diſcretions, an perpetuall locall 
ſipend, to the Miniſters preſent and to come at all Kicks that ſhall. be 
found by them either as y et not provided at all, with Miniſters and Ripends , 
or where the proviſion is leſſe nor five hundreth marks of yearlie rent in money, 
or five Chalders victuall ( by manſe and gleibe ) or fik proportion particularly 
of ſilver and victuall, as will effeir and extend to five bundreth Marks, or five 
Chalders victuall yearly, and which is the leaft and meaneſt ſtipend and pro- 
viſion determinate, appointed, and declared by His Aajeſy and Eftares, to 
be given and aſſigned to any Miniſter for his locall Ripeud in time — 
M where 
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Where the fruits ofthe Benefice will extend to that quantitie in manner under- 
Written, and that notwithſtanding of any right os title pretended by the faid 
Tackſmen , or others in whoſe favours Teinds have been erected. With ſpeciall 
Power alſo to the faids Commiſſioners, to unite ſik Kirks, xy or moe as may 
Conveniently be anite, Where the fruics of any one alone will not ſuffiſe to 
Entertain an Miniſter, In the which caſe ot union of ſik Kirks, if it fal out that 
neceſſitie offer to unite Kirks belonging to preſentation of divers Patrons, the 
preſentation of the Miniſters ſhall be appointed by the ſaids Commiſsioners to 
pertain to the Patrons ( alterzis vicibus ) to the which Commiſsioners, His 
Alajeftie and rhe Eſtates does recommend and refer to confider and appoint 
farther ſik ſolide order as: may be beſt taken, and ſtand with the leaft prejudice 
of any. ofthe Patrons, and as they ſhall be found to have more or leſſe intereſt 
in the Kirks to beſo united. It is alwayes provided, that whereas there are 
divers Kirks whereof the fruits of any one will not extend to the quantity of 
five Chalders victuall, nor five hundreth marks of filver in yearly commoditie, 
and that the rents and whole patrimonie thereofare nowayes anſwerable to that 
proportion, and ſo is not ſufficient the alone fer the full maintenance ofa 
Miniſter, and yet nevertheleſſe, for diſtance of place, or others lawfull cauſes, 


may be found incommodious to be united, whereby neceſsiry will evince, that 


eycry Kirk in that eſtate, ſhould be planted wich their awn particular Miniſter 


| 5 de ſerve thereat, whoſe proviſion behooves neceſſarily to conſiſt of the fruits 


of the Bene fice it ſelf, how mean ſoever the ſame be. 

Therefore it is Declared, that it ſhall be ſufficient to the ſaids Commiſſioners 
in that caſe to aſsigne and appoint to the Miniſter to be planted at any ſik Kirks, 
the whole fruits perteining to the Patrimony thereof, by and attour his manſe 
and gleib. Which fruits are to be injoyed by him and his ſuceeſſours thereafrer, 
as their perpetuall Locall ſtipend and provifivn. And eo the end the ſaid 
Commiſſion may eake che hettęr feR, and for an ſolide order anene the 
proviſion of the ſaids Kirks, with their certaine definite ſtipend, and that ir may 
de clearly known what ſhall be the proportion and quantitie of any ſtipend 
which ſhall be hereafter appointed to every Miniſter, at any Kirk, either not 
provided at all. or not ſufficiently provided, as ſaid is. 

Our Soveraigne Lord and Eſtates Declares, that the leaſt and meaneſt ſtipend 
which they have appointed to be hereafter provided by the ſaids Commiſſioners 
to any Miniſter, ſhall notbe under and within the quantitie of five chalders 
vicall, or five hundreth marks of money, or proportionally patt of victuall, and 
part thereof in money, according as the fruits and rents of the Kirk may yeeld 
and afford, and as the ſaids Commiſsioners ſhall think expedient, effe irand to 
the ſaids five chalders victuall, or five hundre th marks money, by and attour 
their manſe and gleibe, where the whole fruits of the Kirk will extend to the 
quantitie foreſaid and that the greateſt and moſt ſtipend which the ſaids Com- 
miſsioners ſhall have power to aſſigne for ſtipend to any Miniſter at any time 
ol the ſaids Kirks, either not planted or planted, and provided with ſtipends 
within and under the ſaid five chalders victuall, or five hundreth marks of money, 
as ſaid is, ſhall not exceed the quantitie of Ten chalders victuall, or an Thouſand 


marks of money, and proportionally part of money, and partof victual, at the conſi- 


deration of the ſaids Cõmiſſioners, is they ſhal find by examination of the rents of 
the Kirk moſt conveniently may be payed by and attour their manſe and ęle ib. Swa 
the grea:eſt ſhall be an Thouſand marks, or Ten chaldets victuall with manſe 
and gleibe, andtheleaft five hundreth marks, or five chalders of victuall, with 
manſe and gleibe, except where the whole fruits of the Kirks will not extend to 
that quantity, as ſaid is. And finds and declares, that all Kirks which are plant- 
ed with Miniſters, whoſe ſtipends extends to five chalders victual, or 500.marks 
of filver, or part of both, effeirand to the whole, by their manſe and gleib, (the 
ſame being made ſure to them) are expreſly excepted out of this Commiſſion, 
and no wayes comes under the compaſſe thereof, neither ſhalthe _ Com- 
| miſſioners 
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miſſioners have any power by vertue hereof to meddle with any Kirks or 
; lijpends- which are in that caſ; ſeeing the. ſaid Commiſſion is not extended to 
the lame. It is alſo provided, that where any Kirks are already ſufficiently pro- 
vided, albeit their proviſion does exceed the foreſaid quantity of ten thalders 
victuall, or an thouſand marks of money. And als, where the fruits of any 
Bene ſice are inthe poſſt ſſion of the Miniſter, that the ſame ſhal be continued in 
the eſtate wherein it is at the preſent, and not to be medled with by vertue of 
the ſaid Commiſs ion. And becauſe reaſos and equity craves, that recompence 
' ſhould be made unto the Tikſmen, and others perſons whatſomever, who ſhall 
be by the ſentence of the ſaids Commiſſioners, hurt and pre judged of their 
preſent profit, which they may lawfully bruik by vertue of their titles and 
rights, e ſtabliſhed in their perſons, and upon whom, by vertue of the ſaid ſen- 
tence, any burden of the ſuſtentation and proviſion of the ſaids Kirks and Mi- 
piſters is to be impoſed. : 
Therefore our (aid Soveraign Lord and Eſtates of Parliament gives full power 
and comialiſþion to the ſaids Commiſsioners, lo to proceed in the determining 
of the ſaids recompences, That incaſe the Lord, or any other having right to 
erected Prelacies, who ſhall be cited before them, refuſe to take the burden of 
plantation of any Kirks belonging to the ſaids erected Prelacies, which ate not 
planted, or to help fic other Kirks of the ſame, as are not wel & ſufficiently pro- 
vided, according to the tenour of the foreſaid Commiſion, and that upon their 
refuſall( the ſaid refuſall being firſt found reaſonable by the ſaids Commiſſioners} 
the burden ofthe ſaid plantation, or farther proviſion, ſhall be laid and impo- 
ſed by the ſaids Commiſsioners, in whole, or in part, either upon the principal 
Takſmen of any of the fruits of the ſaids Kicks. Or incaſe of the Takimen refuſe, 
the burden be impoſed upon the Sub- takſmen thereof, the ſaids Commiſzsioners 
ſhall have power to decerne, appoint, and ordein fic particular recompence to 
be given to the ſaĩds Takſmen, or Sub-takſmen, by renewing of their taks or 
ſabtaks, after the expiring-chereoGg r. fic conũmions 3s the ſaids Com- 
miſsioners ſhall find reaſonable, reſpect being had to the qualitie and proporti- 
on of the burden to be impoſed upon them within the time of their taks and 
rights, farther then they are aſtrited by their ſaids rights, or by appointing fik 
other reaſonable ſarisfaRion as they ſhal fihd the faid burden and diſtreſſe, under- 
gone by any of them, ſhall deſerve and require. fy 
Likeas the ſaids Commiſsioners ſhall have ſiklike power to determine, de- 
cerne and appoint fik particular ſatisfaction and recompence to be given either to 
lick Patrons, or to the takſmen of the fruits of the Kirks belonging to the like 
Patronages and ſubtakſmen thereof, as they ſhall think may be anſwerable to the 
burdens to be impoſed upon either of them for the cauſe above-written pro- 
portionally, In the preſceyving of the which. recompence, the ſaids Com- 
miſſioners ſhall have ſpeciall reſpect, what conſideration they find reaſonable to 
be given to the ſaids Patrons for their conſents to the caks,if any ſhall be appoint- 
ed and decerned to be ſet and given to the ſaids takſmen for recompence fore- 
ſaid. And if any beneficed perſon upon juſt and reaſonable cauſes, refuſes to 
provide any Kirk belonging to their Benefice, according to the order hereby 
preſcrived, whereby the burden of plantation, or farther proviſion of the Kirk, 
muſt neceſſarily lye upon the takſmen or Sub-tzkſmen of the fruits thereof. The. 
faids commiſſioners in that caſe alſo ſhall decerne fik recompence to be given to 
the ſaids takſmen and ſub-takſmen for the ir loſſe and prejudice ſuſtained, as the 
ſaids Commiſſioners ſhall find the ſame ſhall merit, by renewing of taks to 
them upon ſik conditions as may tequite their loſſe, or by finding out ſome other 
reaſonable mean which may repair the ſame. And our ſaid Soveraign Lord, 
with advice and conſent of the faids Eſtates, Declares, Statutes and 
Ordeins, That all taks which ſhall be decerned by the faids Commiſſioners 
to be given in recompence to any perſon whatſoever for the cauſes 
above- written, and which (hall be ſet for obedience, and conforme to the 
ſaid decreet and ſentence; whatſomever yeares, or long ſpace the. ſaids taks ſhall 
4 ö comprehend 
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comprehend , ſhall be good, lawfull , and ſufficient ſecurities to the perſons in 
whoſe favours the fameare appointed to be given and conceived, neither ſhall the 
ſame be any wayes prejudged by the act made in this preſent Parliament, by the 
which it is ſtatute that no Archbiſbop, Biſhop, or Pielate ſhould ſer in tak any 
part of their patrimonie for longer ſpace oor nineteen years, and that no inferiour 
bene ficed perſon ſhall ſer in tak any part of their Benefice for longer ſpace nor 
their own hfe-rimes , and five years thereafter, as the (aid Statute proports, from 
che which Statute, the ſaids taks ſo appointed to bg ſet and given in recompence 
are and ſhall be excepted and reſerved, and ſhall no wayes come under the 
compiſſe cf the ſaid AR and Statute, nor in any thing therein contained , but 
the ſame ſhall remain and abide valide and (ſufficient rights for the whole ſpace 
and years appointed therein , according to the tenour thereof, notwithſtanding 
of che {aid Act and Statute. * 

And becauſe it may fall forth, that in the recompence to be appointed by the 


Commiſſioners to the Patrons, Takſmen, and Subtakſmen for the faggfaid burden 


to be impoled upon them, moe years may be aſſigned for prorogMon of their 
preſeat taks, not may lawfully or conveniently be ſer by the preſe nt beneficed 
perſons, to whom by Law the ſetting of taks of teinds belongs. For remeed 
thereof, Our Soveraign Lord, with advice and conſent of the 1-jds Eſtates , De- 
Clares, Statutes and Ordains, That it ſhall be lawful to the Comm ſſioners fore- 
faids, to appoint als many years afcer the expyring of the preſent raks to the takſ- 
men of the ſaids Kirks and Teinds, or tothe Patrons or ſuh- takſmen re/pet7;v8 
for bruiking of the ſaids teinds, for recompence of the ſaid burden. as they ſhall 
think reaſonable , which ſhall be als good, valide, and ſufficient Rights 
tothe ſaids Patrons, rakſmen and tvbtakſmen reſpe#ive , and to their heires and 
aſſignayes, for bruiking, poſſeſſing, and diſponing upon the ſaids teinds, during 
the ſaids years of prorogetion, as if good, lawfull and valide taks and rights of 
the ſaids teinde had been ſer and made to them by the Titulars of the ben: fices 
to whom the ſame belonged, with conſent of all parties having entre ſſe. With 
expreſſe proviſion and declaration, that at the expyring of all the ſaids years, the 
right of the ſaids te inds, and po wer to ſet taks thereof, ſhallreturne and apper- 
tain to the ſaids Titulars of the foreſaids Benefices, as they did before the making 
of this prelent Act. 

And Our Soveraign Lord, with advice of the faids Efates , Declares and Or- 
dains this Commiſfion to laſt and endure to the feaſt aud terme of Lambes, in the 
year of God one thouſand fix hundreth and eighteen years. After the which 
time the fame ſhall ceaſe and expire. And Otdains the decteet and ſentence of 
the faids Commiſſioners in all the particulars foreſaids , and every one of them, 
to have the ſtrength, torce and aut horitie of a decreet, ſentence and AR of Par- 
liament, For obedience whereof the Lords of Sc ſſion ſhall direct and grant 
Letters in form as effeirs, and according as ſhall be neceſſar. Which Commiſ- 
ſion above · written, taking force and full effect in all the ſaids particulars therein 
contained, as the fame are ſet down and comprehended there in, by pronuneia- 
tion of decreet and ſentence upon the ſame, conform to the power therein eom- 
prehended, given to the ſaids Commiſſionets. 

Our Soveraign Lord, with the expreſſe conſent and aſſent ofthe Eftates in 
that caſe, Findes and declares, that no perſon in whoſe favours the tcincs of 
Kirks and Benefices are erected, nor no other whatſomever, bruiking teinds, by 
vertue of Rights lawfully made to them of the ſame, according to the Laws of 
this Realm then ſtanding , ſhall be ever farther altered or quarrelled in any of 
their ſaid Rights, in any time to come, faither then ſhall be appointed by the 
{aid decreet and ſentence to follow upon this preſent Commiſſion ; but the ſaids 
rights and ſecurities in cafe foreſaid, ſhall remain in the own ſtrength, force and 
effoct. as good, lawfall and ſufficient rights and ſecurities to them and every one 
of them for theirown parts, for bruiking and injoying the ſaids teinds, conform 
to the tenour of the ſaids rights, for now and ever. 1 
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Anent the ſetting of 7 aks by Prelats, axd others beneficed perſons, | 


UR Soveraign Lor with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, 
Statutes and Ordains, That no Archbiſhop, Biſhop, or other Prelat with- _ 
in chis-Realof, ſhall hereafter ſet in tak and aſſedation, any part of their Patri- * | 
monie, for longer ſpace then nineteen years. And that no inferiour beneficed 
perſon , ſhall ſet in tak any part of their benefices, for longer ſpace then their 
own life-times, and five years after their deceaſe , under the pain of deprivation 
of the perſons contraveeners from their offices and benefices, and to be repute 
from that time forth, infamous and incapable of any publick function in the Kirk. 
And for the better diſcovering of the taks that ſha!l be ſet by inferior beneficed 
perſons, for longer ſpace then is above - written. 

It is Ordained, that all the taks that ſhall hereafter be ſet by any of them, for 
longer ſpace then is before mentioned, ſhall be Regiſtrat in a Book, which the 
Clerk of Regiſter ſhall keep for that effect, within the ſpace of fourty dayes al- 
ter the ſetting of the ſame tal, other wiſe the ſaid tak ſo ſer for longer ſpace, ſhall 
be null and of no effect to the takſmen thereof, by way of exception or reply, 
without any other action, proceſſe, or declarator of Law. | 

It is alwayes declared, that this ſtatute ſhall no wayes be extended to any 
taks or ſubtaks, ot conditions forſetting of taks or ſabtaks for longer ſpace nor 
is above - written. Whereas the ſame depends and are made or appointed tobe 
made, conform to the Commiſſion granted by our Soveraign Lord, with advice 
of the Eſtates of Parliament for plantation of Kirks, in manner as is ſpecially ſer 
down in the ſaid Commiſſion,

CJD Soveraign Lord, with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament: 
Ratifies and approves the Act of His Highnes Parliament holden at Peri 
the ninth day of- July, the year of God 1606. years, Anent the dilapidation 
of the rents of Prelacies, With this addition, Whereby His Highnes and Eftates 
foreſaids , Findes, decerns and declares , all taks or aſſedations to be made of 
any quotes of Teſtaments, or any other caſualtie pertaining to the ſaids Prelars 
in time comming, to be null, and of no avail, force, nor effect, and that it ſhall 
not be law full to any Prelat within this Kingdom hereafter to diſpone, alienat or 
let any of his caſualties, in whole or part, longer nor during his on life-time 
allanerly, but prejudice ot the taks, if any be ſet before this AQ, as accords of the 
Law, tothe which thir preſents ſhallno wayes be extended.

Anent furniſbing of neceſſars for miniſtration of the Sacraments, 


UR Soveraign Lord, with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of Parlia- 
ment , Ordains that all the Paroch Kirks within this wy. be provid- 

ed of Baſins and Lavers forthe miniſtration of the Sacrament of Baptiſme; and 
of Cups, Tables, and Table-cloatbes, for the miniftration ofthe holy Commn- 
nion; which ſhall be received to that uſe by the Miniſter of the Parochin, in 
ſuck convenient place as he {hall finde meet, for which he and his heirs and exe- 
cutors ſhall be anſwerable to the Parochin, in caſe the ſame be loſt, or _ 
ways uſed to any profane uſe. And ordains the expences thereof to be made by 
the Parochiners, and the Miniſters of every Kirk to do their diligence for pro. 
viding the fame , by cauſing the Parochiners ftent and taxe themſelves to the

TY Os ſaal ſwear, that you as one ofthe Commiſſioners and 7uftiee of Peace within 
the Shire of &c, according to your knowledge , wit and power, ſhall do equal 
right both to rich and poor, conform to the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Land aud 
Statutes thereof: And that you ſpall not be of Conncel with anyperſon in any

Anent preſeriptiom of heritable RNgbts. 


4 U R Soveraign Lord, confidering the great prejudice which 

His Majas Lieges ſuſtaines in their Leaks and 'Heritages; 
dot only by the abſtracting, corrupting, and concealing of heir 
true evidents , in their minority, and leſſe age, and by the amiſfion 
thereof, by the injury of time, through War, Plague, Fire, or fuch 
like occaſions; but alſo by the counterfeiting and ferꝑing of fall evidences 
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and writs, and concealing of the fame to ſuch a time, that all means of improving 
theteot is taken away: whereby His Aajeſties Lieges are conſtitute in a great 
uncertainty of their heritable Rights, and divers pleas and actions ate moved 
againſt them, after the expiring of thirty or fourty years. which nevertheleſſe 
by the civil law, and by the laws of all Nations, are declared void, and une ffe- 
uall : And His Majeſtie, according to his futherly care, which His Aajeſty 
hath, to eaſe and remove the griefs of his Subjects, being willing to cutoff all 
oecafion of pleas, and to put them in certainty of their heritage, in all time 
comming: Therefore His 24jeffy , with advice and conſent of the Eſtates of 
Parliament, by the tennor of this preſent AR, ftatutes; findes, and declares, 
That whatſoever His CMHajeſtses Leiges, their predeceſſors and authors hath 
brooked heretofore, or ſhall happen to brook in time comming , by them- 
ſelves, their tennents and others, having their Rights, their Lands, Baronies, 
Anuelrents, and other Heritages, by vertue of their heritable infeſtments, made 
to them by His Majeſtie, or others their ſuperiors and authors, for the ſpace 
of fourty yeares, - continually and together, following, and inſuing the date of 
their ſaids infeftments, and that peaceably, without any lawfull interruption 
made to them therein, during the ſaid ſpace of fourty yeares, that ſuch per- 
ſons, their heirs and ſucceſſours ſhall never be troubled, purſued, nor inquieted, 
in the berirable right and property of their ſaids lands and heritages foretaids , 
by His Majeſty, or others, their ſuperiours and authors, their heirs and 
ſucceſſouts, nor by any other perſon, pretending right to the fame: By 
vertue of Prior infeftments, publike or private, not upon no other ground, 
reaſon or argument, competent of law, except for falſehood: Providing they 
be able to ſhew and produce a Charter, ot the ſaids lands, and others foreſaids, 
granted to them, or their predeceſſours, by their ſaids ſuperiours, and au- 
thors, preceeding the entry of the ſaids tomity yeares poſſeſſion , With the 


inſtrument of ſeaſing following thereupon : or where there x no Charter 2 N 


extaix» that they ſhew and produce mmruments of Seaſing, one, or moe, 
continued , and ſtend ing together, for the ſaid ſpace of fourty yeares , 
either proceeding upon retours, or upon rom s of clare conſtart. Which 
rights His CMajety , with advice and conſent of the Bſtates forcfaids, 
findes, and declares, to be good, valide, and ſufficient rights, ( being claid 
with the ſaid peaceable , and continuall poſſeſſion of fourty yeares ) withe 
out any lawfull interruption, as faid is: for brooking « the heritable 
Right of the ſame lands, and others foreſaids. And ſicklike His AMajefhy, 
with advice foreſaid, ſtatutes and ordaines, that all actions competent of 
the law, upon heritable Bands, Reyeriions, Conttacts, or others whatſo- 
ever, either already made, or to be made after the date hereof, ſhall be 
purſued. within the ſpace of fourty years, after the date of the ſame: except 
the ſaids Reverfions be incorporate within the body of the inſeftments, uſed 
and produced by the poſſeſſour of the ſaids lands, for his title of the fame, 
or regiſtrated in the Clerk of Regiſter his books: in the which caſe, ſeeing 
all ſuſpition of falſehood ceaſes moſt juſtly, the actions upon the faids

inordinate proceſſe, be purſued within the ſpace of three yeares, after the 
determination of the inquiſt, or ſervice : the party being of la wfull age, and 
within the Realm, otherwiſe to preſcribe, as in the ſaid AR and Stature at more 
length is contained. And becauſe the true meaning and intention of the ſaid 
AQ, was, That ourSoveraign Lords Lieges, being upon the ſaid inquiſt and ſervice, 
ſhould not lye under the pain and danger of Error, after the ſpace of three years, 
and no wayes to hurt or prejudge the righteous heir, and neareft of kin, Who by 
the Law of God and man; was to ſucceed in the right of blood and ſucceſſion to 
their predeceſſours, an d to their lands and heretages, Jure /anguinir, Therefore 
our ſaid Soveraigs Lord. yr r : god conſent of che Bitates foreſaids, Sta- 
tutes and Ordains, That the ſaid AR of Parliament (hall no wayes hurt nor pre- 
judge the neareft of kin to ſeck reduction of the faids Retours, and ſervice, to 
be paſt and exped in time comming, and that within the ſpace of twenty years, 
immediatly following the date of the faids Retours and ſervices 2 and if the 
ſaids ſummonds of Reduction, be not intended, executed, and purſued, before 
the expiring of the faids twenty yeares , that the faid action of Reduction of

hae, acquired to brook their Rights, according to the law then ſtanding.

R Soveraign Lord, underſtanding that a great number of ignorant people 
che time of their ſickneſſe and diſeaſe, or otherwiſe at the making of their

thereof, to the ſaids ſtrangers, and that to the behoof of their children, or other 
perſons who are neareſt of kin: Whereas by the contrary, the ſaid Office of Ex- 
ecutry, by the interpretation now obſerved, doth carry with it the whole profit 
and commoditie of the defuncts part of the goods contained in Teſtament:

Anent the Taxation granted to Hu Majeſty of Threttie Shilling. rearmly, 
upon the Pound Land, and the twenty pennie of all Annual-rents. 


N the Parliament holden at Edinburgh, the fourth day of Aug, thie 
I year of GOD 1621. The Eſtates of Parliament preſently conveened, confide- 
ring the infinit expences and great burden which the Kings moſt ſacred Ma- 
jeſty their dread Lord and Soveraign , hath been conſtrained by the ſtraĩtẽſt 
bonds of Religion toundergoe of late, and in all likelyhood ſhalllye andera 
long time; By procuring by Treatiſe or Armes, eaſe and liberty to thoſe who 
ſuffer for the Goſpel of Chriſt Jeſus profeſſed in this land: And chetewirhall 
calling to minde the long peace flouriſhing with Religion Juſtice » Which 
they have enjoyed theſe many years paſt; and do yet ſtill enjoy in this univer« 
ſall combuſtion ofthe Chriſtian World, and that by the wile , juſt and hap- 
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py government of His ſacred Majeſty: And that they have nothing to be re- 
turned to ſojgreat a King for ſo exceediag great and rare benefits, but hearty 
and zealous affections ceeding to no Nation, and ever ready with their goods, 
lands and lives, to maintain true Religion, His Majeſties Royall Perſon and 
Poſterity, their Honours and Crowns. Therefore in moſt humble manner, 
The faids whole Eſtates of this Realm do earneſtly beſcek His moſt ſacred Aa- 
jeſty graciouſly to accept their offer of a Taxation to be impoſed , collected, 
and payed to His Highnes, by the ſaid Eſtates in manner and at the four 
tearms following: That is to ſay, The Earles , Lords and Commiſſioners of 
Shyres, for the Temporall Eſtate, have granted, That there ſhall be up-lifted of 
every pound of Land of old extent, within this Realm, pertaining to Barles, 
Lords, Barons, Free-holders and Fewars of His Majeſties proper Lands, the 
ſum of thirtie ſhillings money at every one of the four tearms following, viz. 
The ſam of thirty ſhillings at the feaſt and term of Candlemelſs next to come, 
in the year of G OD, 1622. The ſum of other thirty ſhillings at the feaſt and 
term of Martinmes, in the year of, GO D, 1622. The ſum of other thirty 
ſhillings at the feaſt and term of Martinmes in the year of GOD, 1623. 
And the ſum of other thirty ſhillings at the feaſt and term of Maitinmes in the 
year of G O D, 16 24. The Arch-biſhops, and Biſhops for the Spiritual 
Eſtate, have granted that there ſhall be up- lifted of all Arch · biſnopricks, Bi- 
ſhopricks , Abbacies, Priories, and other inferior Bene fices within this Realm, 
at every ane of the four terms above ſpecified, by the juſt Taxation thereof, as 
they have been accuſtomed to be taxed unto at all time by⸗gone, whenſoever the 
Temporall lands of this Realm were ſented to thirtie ſhillings of old extent: 
and the ſame Taxation to be payed at every one of the for ſeverall terms above 
ſpecified. And the Commiſſioners of Burrows within this Realm, for their 
Eſtate „ have granted, that there ſhall be up- lifted of all Burrows within 
this Realm, at every one of the four tearms above written, the juſt Taxation 
thereof, as they have been accuſtomed to be taxed in all time by-gone, when- 
ſoever the Temporall lands within this Realm were ftented to thirtie ſhillings 
the pound land ofold extent. And the ſaid Taxation to be payed at every one 
of the four ſeverall tearms above · written. And in regard that His Majeſty hath 
erected ſundry Prelacies in tempotall Lordſhips, whereby the owners thereof 
may claime to be taxed with the Barons of the temporall Eftate, and there- 
throw His'Highnes would be defrauded ofa great part of the ſame Taxation, 
Therefore it is Statute and Ordained , that all Etections of Prelacies 
and other ſmal Benefices, in whole or in part, in temporall Lordſhips, 
hall in payment of the ſaid Taxation, pay ts the Collectors thereof o 
meikle of che ſame Taxation D pro rata ] as if they were no wiſe erected and 
as they were ſubject to do before the erection of the ſame, And ſicklike, it 
is Statute and Ordained , That all diſſolved Bene fices within chis Realm, in 
whole or in part, ſhall be ſubject in payment of ſo meikle of the ſame Taxati- 
on C pro rato ] as they would have been ſubject to pay, ſo the ame had not been 
diflolved, and that the parties who have gotten any part or portion of any 
Prelacies or other inferior Benefices diſſolved, and new ſecurities made unto 
them by His aje ty; of that part and portion thereof fo diſſolved, ' ſhall be 
ſubje& to the payment of the Taxation thereof to the Prelate, or other bene- 
| ficed perſon, for bis relief of the fame Taxation, as they would have been, 
ſo the ſame had not been diſſolved: Notwithſtanding of any condition contai- 
ned in the infeftments and ſecurities made by His 4ajeFy to them in the con- 
trarĩe hereof. 
And further; the ſaid Eſtates annulles and diſcharges all Priviledges 
and Immunities whatſoever , whereby any perſons may think themſelves 
free of payment ofthis preſent Taxation ( the Priviledges granted to the Ordi- 
nar Senators of the Colledge of Juſtice, and the Taxation of the Dn 
2 iſpone 


diſponed, and mortified forthe intertainment of the Univerſities and Colledges 
within this Kingdom onely excepted. ) As alſo, the ſaid Eſtates. con- 
nder ing that beſides the ordinary charges which His ©Hajeſfty doth daily un- 
dergo for the maintainagce of the Honor, Eſtate and dignity, of His Hi hneſs 
Kingdoms · The extraordinary burdens which now lye upon His Majeſty 
by the occaſions before · written, are ſo great, and do fo near concern eyery 
Loyall and true hearted Subject of this Kingdom, as members, of that body 
whereof His Aajeſty is the head: that in duetie they think themſelves bound 
to bear a part of that burden, and to relieve His Hajeſty thereof, Thereſore, 
beſides the Ordinar Taxation above. written, The ſaid Eſtates have for the 
ſpace ol four years next and immediately following the tearm of Mattinmeſſe 
next to come, Voluntarly and freely granted to His Aajeſty a yearly extra- 
ordinar Taxat ion ol the twentie pennie of all Annuell· rents, which any perſon 
or perſons within this Kingdom have freely due and payable to them yearly 
or tearmly L their own Annuell-rent wherein they ate debted to others, bein 

firſt deduced ] The firſt tearms payment whereof ſhall be and begin at the bad 
feaſt and tearme of Martinmeſſe next to come, and ſo forth ws. and tearmly 
at Whitlonday and Martinmefle, while the ſaid Four years, and the Eight 
teatms payment thereof be fully avd compleatly out · run · And for the het- 
ter tryall of evety man his Annuell· rent which he bath yearly or — * due to 
him: It is ordained, That this Act ſhall be publiſhed at the Market-crofle 
of the Burgh of Ediubuigh, and of the whole head Burrows of the Sherifdoms, 
Stewardrics , Bailieries, and Regalities, within this Kingdom, whereby al 

His A4aeftics Lieges may have true notice thereof, And therewithall the ſaids 
Eſtates Wills, Ordaines and Commands, all His Hajeſties Leges that 


have any Annuell- tent payed to them, That they compear within the ſaid head 
Burgh of the Sheriffaom, Stewardrie , Bailyrie , or Regalitie , or the head 
Burgh in any of theſe Jurifdiions where-the' head Courts are holden, and 
where the ſaid annuell-renters dwell , or have their ordinar re ſidence, in_any 
court day in ane of the laſt weeks immediately preceeding Whitſunday or Mar 
rinmeſſe. At which time the Sheriff, Stewards, Bailies, and Bailies. © 
Regalities, and Proveſt and Bailies of Burrows, who are berctable Sheriffs. 
within themſelves , within the bounds of their Juriſdictions: hall be oblidged 
to hold Courts weekly to the effect afterſpecified, And the Lieges reſorting. to 
the ſaid Courts, ſhall give up Inventors to the Clerk. thereof, of the whe 
ſumm+sof money for which Afinuell is due to them yearly and tearmly,; the 
names of the Debters : As alſo the whole ſummes of money for the which they 
are ſubject in payments of Annuell-rents to others, with the Names of their 
Creditots to whom the ſame is due, whether the ſame Annuell- rent be in Victu- 
all or Silver, The Annuell · rent of Victuall to be eſtimate according to the ſtock 
of money for the which it is payed at ten for ilk hundred thereof, And ſhall 
cauſe the parties up- givers of the {aid Inventors, every partie ſubſerive his owl 
Inventor himſclf if he can write, and if he cannot write, the Clerk of the faid 
Court ſhall ſubſcrivethe ſaid Inventor in face of Court, before the members. 
thereof. And alſo the Sheriff, Steward, Bailie, Bailie of Regalitie, Proveft and 
Bailies of Burrows, whoare heretable Sheriffs within themſelves, within 
the bounds of their Juriſdictions: And Clerks, themſelves ſhall make and 
give up an Inventor of the debts owing unto themſelves , and by themſelves, 
as ſaid is. Ir is alwayes provided, that if any perſon, impeded by — 
ſickneſs, or diſtracted by ſome other juſt occaſion, ſhall not be preſent 
himſelf, to give up the ſaid Inventor, It ſhali be lawfull for him to cauſe any 
honeſt reſponſible man, within the juriſdiction where he dwelleth, compear, 
and give up his Inventor: Providing the ſame be ſubſcribed by himſelf, or 2 
Notar at his command, which the In-giver ſhall declare to be a true Deed, and, 
abide at the ſame, on the like hazard and danget as the principall partie ſhould 
underly z which ſhall be as ſufficient as if the Invengor had been perfomally., 
Q given 
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given up by the pricicipzl partic himſelf. And an Inventor being once made, 
andgivenup, ſhall ſtill ſtand, and be a ground to charge any perſon, during 
the time of the four years of the ſaid Taxation, unleſſe the partie change, or 
otherwayes employ his ſums : And then he ſhall ge up new Inyentor , 
wich ſhall be a new ground of a charge, and the former ſhall ceaſe, And 
the ſaid Clerk ſhall make a Record in his Regiſter of the ſaids whole Inventors: 
which Inventors being fo recorded, ſhall be extracted by the ſaid Clerk, and 
ſubſcribed with his band, and thtee Extractes made of the (ame : one to be 
given to the partie, if be require the fame: another to be ſent, by the ad 
Clerk, to the Collector of the ſame Taxation: and the third, to be like ite 
ſent, by the ſaid Clerk, to the Clerk of His Majeſties Regiſter, to be ſtiii kee p- 
ed amongſt the records of His Highnes Exchequer : to the effect it may be 
known how far every partic is lyable in the payment of the ſaid extraordinarie 
Taxation: For the which Extract, and Note made in 1 the. {aid Clerk 
ſhall have of every perſon; up-giver of an Inventor, the ſum of four ſhillings 
Scots moneys And if by ſloutb, or malice, the Clerk ſhall happen to delay, 10 
ſhift che Lieges reſorting to the faid Courtes to the effect aforefaid, ( Com- 
plaint being made thereof to the Lords of His Majeſties Secret Counceil) the 
ſaid Clerks ſhall be paniſhed accordingly, at the diſcretion of the ſaid Lords: 
And at any Court day, preceeding any Tearm, ic ſhall be lawfull for any perſon 
to compear,and offer to give up bis Inventor, which the Clerk and Judge ſhall 
be aſtricted to receive. | 
Further, For the better obſervation of the ſaid Statute, It is declared, 
That whoſoever receiveth, retaineth, or conditioneth to receive any Annuall- 
rent, and concealcth the ſame, or any part thereof: or in giving up of bis [n= 
ventor of Debtes, and Annualls owing by him unto his juſt Creditors, giv- 
eth up more then he is juſtiy addebted into. Whoſoever firſt diſcovereth and 
tevealeth either the Annuall concealea; or Annuall which is more then the up- 
givers juſt debt, ſhall for his rewerd have the half of that Tearmes concealed 
Aunuall, and as much as the half of that Annuall which ſhall be diſcovered to 
have been unjuſtly given up. And ineafe it ſhall happen any perſon whatſo- 
ever, by vertue of his up- given Inventor, to be charged for payment of his 
Taxation, and at the time of his charge to declare in preience of à Judge, by bis 
gr Oath ſolemnedly ſwern, that bis Debtor is-a Bank- rupt, whereby he 
difabled to make payment ofhis Taxation, and is contented that the Kings 
©Hajeftic ſhall have the whole Annuall-rent addebted unto him by his bank- 
debter of that Tearm : His faid declaration ſhall be a ſufficient Liberation 
co him of the fame. And for eſchewing of malicious Dilatours of thoſe who 
have omitted or concealed their ſums, It is ordained, That whenſoever any 
ſhall aecuſe or dilate anothet of concealing or omitting of Sums the time 
F making his Inventor, He ſhall condeſcend upon ſome probable cauſe of his 
tion, and ſhall find caution (de judicato ſolvi) in cafe he fail in proving that 
which he dilateth: And there ſhall nor ſuch actions of dilations be lawfall 
inſt dead perſons, their Heires, nor Executors: Neither ſhall it be law- 
all after year and day, after the expiring ot the ſaid Taxation, to intend any 
ſuch action. And in caſe any perſon purchaſe wed - ſet of Lands, and ſer the 
ſame back again in tack unto him who wed · ſet the fame unto him, The Tacks- 
man poſſeſſour of the Lands, ſhall pay for the ſtent of the Lands and the baver 
of the wed · ſet ſhall pay for the Antiuull · rent of his money which he hath on 
the Land ; as ifthe ſame were imployed for Annuall- rent. Attour, It ſhall not 
be lawfall, by no manner of way, for any Creditour to get relief of his Debtor, 
of this Taxation which is impoſed upon Annuall-rents by this Statute, under 
the paines contained in the Acts of Parliament made aꝑainſt Uſurers. And con- 
cerning Minors, It is declared, That their Minorities ſhall no wayes priviledge 
them: But their Tutors and Curators ſhall give up the Inventors of their 
Anntall-rents in their names: which if the ſaid Turors and Curators 1 
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age ſhall have action of Relief againſt their ſaid Tutors and Curators for that 
cauſe, And in caſe any perſon depart out of this Kingdom, after the publica« 
tion of this preſent Act, the ſame ſhall no wayes excuſe him from giving up of 
an Inventor of his Annnall - rents, and payment of the ſaid Taxation, and 
under- lying of the danger contained [ih this preſent Act. But thoſe who are 
preſently forth of this Realin, and ſhall not remn before the Tearm of 
Martinmeſs next, they ſhall not come under the danger of this Act, untill the 
Tearm of W hitſunday next: Providing that at that tearm they give up their 
Inventor, and pay their Taxation, as it they had been preſent within this Realm 
before the foreſaid Tearm ,of Martinmeſs next. And for the uplifting of the 
foreſaid Taxation , granted upon Annuall-rents ,And to the effect His Aajefies 
generall Collector thereof may know now whom to crave and charpe for che 
fame, It is Statuted and Ordained, That within every Sheirffdom, Stewardries 
Bayllyrie, and Regalitie, where the Offices of Sheriffes, Stewardes, and Baillies 
arc heretable: and the Provefts and Baillies of Burrows, who ate beretable 
Sheriffes within themſelves: Theſe heretable Officiers, and their Deputies , 
for whom they ſhall be holden to anſwer, S ball collect the faid Taxation, 
and make payment theres to His M«jefties ColleRor Generall of the forefaid 
Taxations. And where theſe Offices are not heretable, but changeable, The 
Clerks within the faid Juriſdictions having their offices, (ad vitam) ſhall be 
Collectors thereof. And in caſe the ſaid Clerks have not already found fiif- 
ficient Caution for diſcharging of their duties in rheir Offices, they ſhall be 
holden before they have any intromiſſion with the fame Taxation, to find ſuf- 
ficient Caution for that effect. And where there are © heretable Officiery, nor 
Clerks, having their Offices (ad vitam) the ſaid Collector Generall'sf His 
Majefties Taxations ( and his Deputies in his name, ſufficiently authorized by 
him : and for whom he ſhall be holden to anſwer , and whoſe Names he ſhall 
cauſe publiſh at the Marker Crofle of the head Burgi oi that Juriſdiction where 
there is no heretable Otticier nor Clerk (ad i itam ) that His Majeftier Lieges 
may know unto whoin they ſhall make pzyment ) ſhall collect and up- lift the 
fame Taxation, Which payment being mide, the receiver thereof ſhall be. 
obliſhed to deliver unto the payer thereof an Acquittanee upon the receipt of 
the ſame ( gratit) without payment of any money for the fame, It is likewiſe 
provided, That the Fees of the Collectors, and receivers of the ſame Taxation 
of annuall-rents , ſhall be, like as hereby they are remitred to tbe diſcretion and 
arbitriment of the Lords of His HajeFies Privie Councell , to be ſet down, and 
agreed upon by them. And the ſaid Eſtates hereby diſcern and declare, That all 
Burgeſſes and Free - men within Burghs, albeit they be taxedin the ordindrie 
Taxation above-written, with their Neighbours, conform to the order pre- 
ſeribed for collecting of the Burrows part of the ſaid ordinaric Taxation; Yet 
the ſame (hal no wayes liberat,nor free them from payment of their parts of this 
extraordinarie taxation alſo, according to the proportion of the twentie pennie 
of their annuall · rents: but they ſhall be lyable in payment thereof, as others His 
Majeſties Lieges are. Attour, The ſaid Eſtates annull and diſcharge all privi- 
ledges and immunities whatſoever , whereby any perſons may think themſelves 
free of payment of any part of this preſent Extraordioarie Taxation : The Privi- 
ledges and Immunities granted to the Ordinarie Lords of Seſſion, with the 
annuall-retits due to be payed to Colledges, Schools, and Hoſpitalls , of mot. 
tified for ſuſtentation and up · holding of Kirks and Bridges, with the annuall- 
rents which my be claimed of poor people, whoſe ſtock exceedeth not the ſunk 
of five hundteth mat kes only excepted, And the faid Eſtates diſcern and or- 
dain the extraordinary Lords of the Se ſſion, together with the whole Advecats, 
Clerks of the Seſſion, Writers to the Signet Privie and Great Seals, and other 
members of the Colledge of Juſtice, to contribute to the! ſaid Taxationd,. 
ſuch like as if they were not exeemed : And that of their own conſente, ant 
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ry offer made by them to His Majeſtis, and the ſaid 

proviſion , Thar their ſaid voluntarie offer ſhall not 
(berries, priviledges, and immunities in anytime com- 
Eftates accepted, and accept: And will, and dex 
ſhall no wayes derogate to their priviſedges and 
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| Dion" as the Eſtates of this preſent Parliament, upon good and weighty

by all likelyhood ſhall ly under a long time, by procuring by treaty, or Arms, 
caſe and liberty to thoſe who ſuffer for the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt, profeſſed 
in this Land; a Taxation to be payed, collected, and up- lifted, in manner, and 
at the font tearms following: That is to ſay, for the Barrons and Free-holders 
parts of the ſame Taxation, thirty ſhilſings Scots money, to be upslifted of 
every pound land of old extent within this Realm: ſpertaining to Earle, Lords, 
Barrons, Free- holders, and Fewart, of our Soveraign-Lords proper lands hol- 
den b them immediately of His Majeſty, and payed by them at every one of 
the four ſeverall tearms following : That is to ſay, The ſum of thirty ſhillings 
money, at the Feaſt and tearm of U. eſs nent to come, in the year of GOD, 
one thonſand fix hundreth twenty and two years. The ſum of other thirty 
ſhillings money at the feaſt and tearm of Martinmeſs, in the year of GOD, 1622. 
ears. The ſom of other thirty ſhillings money, at the feaſt and tearm of 
Ee in the year of GOD, 1632: years, And the ſum of other thirty 
ſhillings, money foreſaid, at the feaſt and tearm of Martinmeſs, in the year of 
GOD, 1624. years. And for the Spiritual men, and the Bacrows parts of the 
fame Taxation, That there ſhall be uplevied of every Archbiſhoprick, Biſho- 
prick, Abbacy, Priory, and other inferiour benefice : and of every free Burgh 
within this Realm, at every one of the ſaid four tearms of payment, the juſt tax- 
ation thereof, and as they have been accuſtomed to be taxed; unto in all times by- 
gone, whenſoever the temporal lands within this Realm were ſtented to thir- 
ty ſhillings money the pound land of old extent: and the fame taxation to 
be payed at every one of the four ſevetal tearms above-written. And for in- 
bringing of the Spiritual mens parts of the ſame taxation, Ordains letters to be 
directed charging all and ſundry Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, Priors, as 
likewiſe all Noblemen,and others, in whoſe favour the Etection of any Prelacy,or 
in inferiour benefice,or any patt or portion thereof, be it other lands, Kirks, or 
Teinds, or in whoſe favour the patronage of any Benefice, Kirks, or Teinds, 
is paſt, and all other beneficed perſons contained in the text Rolls, their Cham= 
berlans; Factots and Intromettors with their Rents and living, to make pay- 
ment oſthat ſum that they and every one of them are taxt unto for every one of 
the ſaĩd fourtearms payment to the Collector Generall to be appointed by His 
Majeſty, far receiving of the ſaid whole Taxation, or to his Deputies, and Of= 
ficers in his name, having his power to receive the ſame at the particular tearms 
above · written: under the pain of Rebellion, and putting of them to the Horn. 
And if they fail therein at the by · paſſing of every one of the ſaid tearms, to de- 
nounce the Dilobeyers Rebells, and put them to the Horn: and to eſcheat, &. 
And that the Prelats, and bene ficed perſons, and ſuch Noblemen, and others a = 
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Erections and Patronages above-written, are paſt for heir 
relief, bave Letters, charging their Vailals, Sub-aflals, Ladies of Terce, Con- 
juaQ-fcears, Life-rencers, Fee-wards, Tacki- men, and Penſioners, to make pay- 
werte heir parts of the (aid raxation,Fagh one of hee (pro rate) aceotdlng 
to the ſum chat they ſhall. be taxed unto. s To the ſaid Ptelates, and other bene- 
ficed perſons, and to · the faid Nablemen, and others, having power to receive 
the ſame, Withio marry bert alter the charge, under the pain of Rehel- 
lion, & c.

Acts, Laws, Starutes, Confuetudes, Immunities, Honois, Priviledges, 
Prerogatives, and Liberties, whatſoever made, introduced, or joyced 
by His Highnes, the Prince, or any His Highnes Predeceſſors, Princes 
of Scorrtand, in any time by-gone, Notwithſtanding whatſoever 
Acts of Parliament, other Acis, Laws, or Conſtitutions , which may 
appear to derogat tothe ame, or that may or can be extended, ot 
be interpret in the contrary thereof, either ſpecial or general. And fur- 
ther declares , that this general Ratification ſhall be as effectual, as if 
all and ſundry the faid Inteftments, Gifts, Donations, Acts, Privis 
ledges, Immunities, Prerogatives , and others foreſaids, were at 
Iength herein expreſſed, named, and numbred. Anent the which His 
Majeſty, with advice and conſent of the Eſtates, have diſpenced, and 
diſpence, by theſe preſents : Reſerving alwayes the Lands, and « 
thers, aſſigned for the entertainment of the Caſtle of Pumbartan, ro 
be applyed to that uſe, untill ſome other proviſion be made thereto, 
in place of the ſame. 


ACT.” v. 
Anent the Plantation of Kirks, as yet unplanted. 


AR Soveraign Lord, underſtanding, that there be divers Kirks wichia 
O this Kingdom, which by the late Commiſſion appointed for plantation of 
Kirks , in che Parliament holden in June, 1617, were not ſetled nor provided 
with conffant ſtipends . But which yet remain disfurniſhed, and goprovided of 
competent means to be given to the Minifters , who ſhall be provided to the 
charge and function of the cure ofthe ſame. And therewith alſo His Aja 
conſidering, that there have been beretofore ſundry Kirks united together, and 
conjoyned in one: albeit upon good conſiderations, it may be found ſore 
expedient, that the ſame union be diſſolved, and that the ſaid Kicks be provided 
ſeverally, with diſtinct functions, and ſeparate ſervices, at ſuch places where 
the commodity may affoord, in the ſame manner as if no ſuch Union had been 
made, And ſuch like, becauſe there be ſome Kirks, whereof the Parochin is 
of to large bounds, that many of the Parochiners, dwelling in rowms of the ha- 
rochin fo remote from the Kirk: who for the great diſtance of the place, ox 
for the interjecting cf waters betwixt their rowms and the Kirks , wh 

oftentimes, and eſpecially in Winter, are not paſſable , or for ſome ſuch other 
known impediment , cannot have acceſs and repair to the Paroch Kirks at the 
ordinary times appointed for Divine Service and Worſhip, and enjoy the com- 
fort of the Exerciſe thereof. And Our Soveraign Lord, according to the Prince - 
ly and Godly indue ments, wherewith His 2ajeftie is ſingularly bleſſed, being 
moſt carefull to eſtabliſh all good, and propagate the Religions ind true wor- 
ſhip of GOD, univerſally throughout all this whole Kingdom: Where- 
through all His People may have occaſion to participate the benefit of the 
Word, without feeling of any of theſe prejudices, growing from the above- 
written oceaſiaus: which His Majeſty, in bis Royal and Fatherly cam over 
bis people, is moſt deſirous to have removed: Therefore,, His 3/<jefy, with 
expreſs advice, and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, bach granted full you 
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and Commiſſion, to the Lord Chancellor for the time ; And te the revered 
Fathers in GOD, John Archbiſhop, of Saint Andrews : James Archbiſhop of 
Glaſgow : Alexander, Biſhop of Dunkell: Adam, Biſhop of Dumblane : 
Andrew, Biſhop of Galloway: John, Biſhop of Caithneſs : Six perſons no- 
minar for the Clergy, and Prelares. And incaſe of deceaſe of any of them, to 
Patrick, Biſhop of Roſs:and Patrick, Biſhop of Abeidene. Which two perſons the 
Eſtates bave nominated, co ſapply, and become, inthe place of any of the other 
fix aforeſaid; if any of them ſhall happen to deceaſe before this Commiſſion be 
finiſhed. wie, the firſt of the two, in place ofthe firſt fix deceaſing 2: To 
John, Earl of Winton: Robert, Earl of Lowthian : Thomas, Earl of Melroſs; 
John, Vicoune of Landerdail: . John, Lord Baltzetivo: David, Lord Carna- 
gie: Six perſons nomipat for the Nobility. And in caſe ofany of their deceaſe, 
To John, Earl of Wigton, noininate to become in the place of the firit deceaſing : 
And Waltet, Earl of Buckcleuch,nominat to become in the place of the ſecond. To 
the Commiſſioners under-writrea, nominat fot the Barons 2 To wit, Sir Rich- 
ard Cockburn of Clerkington, Knight, Lord Privy Seal: Sir William Leving- 
ſton of Killyth, Knight; Sir James Dundas, of Arneiſtoun, Knight: Sir Archibald 
Napier of Merchingſtoun, Knight: Sir Andrew Ker, of Phairniehirſt: Alc x- 
r Lauder of Haltoun. And in caſe any of their deceaſe, to David Crightoun, 
1 2 and Sit John Ham miltoun of Preſtoun, Perſons nominat, to be- 
come in order, as they are named, in place of any of the fix decealibg, 
And to. John Byres, Burgefs of Edinburgb : Maſter William Ferguion, Bur- 
geſs of Dundee: Andrew Bell, Burgeſs of Linlithgow : Robert Taylor, Bur- 
gels of Saint Andrews : Maſter James Cockburn, Burgets of Haddingtoun: 
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F 8 and Sir George Bruce of Carnock, Knight, Burgeſs ot Culroſs: Six perſons 


nominate for the Burrows. And in caſe of any of their deceaſe: To Alexan- 
der Clerk, Merchant, Burgeſs of Edinburgh: and Maſter alexander Wedder- 
burn, Clerk of Dundee: perſons nominat, to ſupply in order, any of che o- 
ther fix CommiſGoners foreſaid — Which forefajd Comm ſſioners, 
ot any four of each Eſtate nominat, as ſaid is, conſenting and agreeing in one 
voice, all have power to conſult, conveen, and determin, upor the matters, 
and in mannec under- written: Providing always, that there is, and (ball be re- 
quiſit to the validity of any AR, Concluſion, Orditance , and Determination 
ofthe ſaid Commiſſioners, the conjunct affent of four of every one of the 1aid 
four Eſtates, all agree ing together in one voice. Without the which conſent 
ofthe ſaid four ot every Eſtate ſo agreeing, Ihe reſt of the ſaid Commiſſioners 
ſhalſ have no power to make any valide, or effectuall concluſion, by vertue of 
this preſent Commiſſion - Bur whatſocvgr ſhall be otherwiſe done, is declared 
to be of none avail, force ner effect. 

That is to fay, Our Sovcraigon Lord, and Eſtates of Parliament, by the 
Tennor hereof gives, grants, and commits, full power and authoritie to the 
faid Commiſſioners  tomeet , and conyeen, in the Town of Edinburgh, at 
ſuch time, and times, as they ſhall appoint, and find convenient: And thereto, 
cal}; and ſummond before them, all Patrons, Tackſ-men of Teinds, gteat and 
ſmall, and others, baving Right, by whatſoever Title to the Teinds of any of the 
Kirks within this Kingdom, which are not already planted by the foreſaid fiſt 
Commiſion : and which ſhall any wayes be medled with by this prefent Com- 
miſſion , as they fhall think necefſarie,and expedient , To exhib te, and pro- 


due before them, their Rights and ng ay they claim the ſaid 


Teinds , to be ſeen, and confidered, by the ſaid Commiflioners : With power 
unto them, ont of the ſaid Teinds, of every Parochin and Kirk, not already plant- 
ed: To appoint and aſſign, at their diſcretions,a perpetual locall Stipend to. 
the Miniſters preſent, and to come, at all the ſaid Kirks, _— —— as taid 
is - Au that not withſtanding any Right or Title pretended by the faid Tackſ- 
men, or others; in whoſe Favours Teinds have been erected : Wich power, 
alle te the laid Commillioners, to diſ-unite ſuch Kirks, one or moe, woe | 
uni 
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wniced of before, and appointed to be ſerved by one Miniſter And as they 
upon good conſiderations ſhall find requiſite to appoint the ſame to be ſerved 
by ſeverall functions, and charges, as diſtinct Parochins, after tuch manner as 


ſhall be found by them moſt expedient. Providing alwayes, That ali parties | 


having intteſs in the union, and diſ-uniting of the ſaid Kirks, and plantation 
thereef, give their expreſs warrand and conſent thereuntdo . 

Ig the which caſe of Plantation, andprovifion of the Kirks which ſhall be 
diſ-joioed,.as ſaid is. the pteſentation of the Miniſters ſhall be appointed by the 
ſaid Coinmiſlioners, to pertain to the Patrons , conform to their right thereof, 
to be produced before them. And as the. faid Lords Commiſſioners ſhall find 
moſt agreable with reaſon and equitie. With power likewiſe to the ſaid Com; 
wiſfjoncrs to appoint andſet down ſuch ſolid order, for erecting and building 
of new Kirks, in any Parochins, where they ſhall find neceſſitie, and conveniencic 


to do the fame ; and where the Parochiners ate not preſently well and com: 


modiouſly ſerved at the preſent Kirks of the Parochin , as they ſhall find moſt 
expedient. And the ſaid Kirks being erected, with power to the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners, to provide the ſame with ſuch propartien of Stipends, as they ſhall 
find may be with leaſt prejudice, and beſt commoditie, made out of the fruits 
of the ſaid Parochins, to the Mjniſters, to be appointed to ſerve at the ſaid new 
builded Kirks , To the which building and making of new Kirke, & provid- 
ing of the ſame with competent Stipends, The ſaid Eſtates finds anddeclares, 
that it ſhall be exprelly neceſſary, that the Patrons, Tack men, and other 
parties, having Intereſs,in the EreRion and building of the iaid new Kirks, and 
in the plantiog and proviſion thereof foreſaid, give their expreſs warrand and 
conſent theteunto. Which being fo had, and obtained, Wirh:-power to tha 
ſaid Commiſſioners, to proceed therein as is moſt agreeable with reaſon-. 
| It is alwayes declared, chat in all, and every one of the caſes above - written: 
that is to ſay, Eichet in proyiding of Kicks not planted of before , or in diſ- 
uniting of Kirks formerly joy ned: and appointing of ſeverall and diſtiuct 
Stipends to the ſame : Or in the Erecting of new Kirks, and proviſion of chem, 
with Miniſters, and ſt ĩpends : The ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall have expreſs power 
and warrand, to determine, and appolat ſuch. proportion and quantitie as 
they ſhail find expedient, either amounting over the ſam of five hundreth 
Marks, or beneath, and under the fame, - as they ſhall find may moſt conve« 
niently and commodiouſly be had: after thegonfideration of the quantity and 
ſtate of the ſruits of the Kirk, and the: caſe, wherein the ſame is: and 28 may 
be with leaſt prejudice ſpared out of the fame.

ind obtained thereunto.: Without whoſe conſents, ic ſhall not be lawfull ſon 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, in any wayes, to touch the ſaid Kirks ſo provided, Buy 
the ſame are expreſly excepted (Except in caſe of conſent forefaid) out ofthis

And alſo, Foraſmuch as the ſaid Eſtates of Parliament r confidetiogthe par- 
ticular Petitions and Supplications after ſpecified , given in to them by the pers 
ſons under-written, to the effect following : To wit, A petition given in, by 
Thomas Burnet of Leyes, Defiring a new Kirk to be —— and bolded; with⸗ 
in the Parochine of Fettereſſo, upon any part within the ſame Parochin, moſt 
. eweſ for the inſtruction of the Paroch iners of Fettereſſo, who dwell moſt re- 
mote from the preſent Kirk thereof. Item, a Supplication- given in by the

And Finding the Defires foreſaid reaſonable , Out ſaid Soyeraign Lord, and 
Eftates of Parliament, Gives, Grants, and commits, full power and anthority 
to the ſaidCommiſſioners, to appoint , determin, and ſet down , ſuch ſolid 
Orderanent the whole particulars above · mentioned, and every one of them,

But the Eſtates finds, and declares, That in the ſctling and de- 
termination ofthe firſt particular above-mentioned, anent the building of a new 
Kirk within the Farochin of Fettereſſo, There ſhall be expreſly requiſit, the 
ſpeciall and expreſſe conſent and warrand of the parties, having Intercſs there- 
incill : By, and beſide the citation and ſummonding of them to that eff: & 3 And 
finds, and declares, That the Decieet and Sentence of the faid Commiſſioners, 
io be given by them in all the particulars forefaid, and every one of them ſhall 
have the ſtrength, force, and authority of a Sentence, and Act of Parliament, 
ſuch like as the lame had been done, and determined by the faid Eſtates 
themſelves. 

And becauſe Reaſon and Equitie craveth , That tecompenſe ſhould be made 
unto the Tackſ-men, and other perſons whatſoever, who ſhall be by the ſen- 
rence of the ſaid Commiſſioners, hurt and prejudged of their preſent profit , 
which they may lawfully bruik, by vertue of their Titles and Rights, eſtabliſhed 
in their perſons : and upon whom, by vertue of the ſaid Sentence, any Butthen 
of the Suſtentation and provifian of the ſaid Kirks and Miniſters is to be impoſed: 
Therefore, Our Soveraign Lord, and Eſtates of Parliament, Gives full power, 
and commiſſion, to the ſaid Commilſiioners, fo to proceed in the determin- 
ing of the ſaid recompence, that in caſe the Lord, or any other, having right 
to erected Prelacies, who ſhall be cited before them, refuſe to take the Barthen 
of plantation of any Kirks belonging to the ſaid ereRted Prelacies, which are in 
any of the caſes above · written: And that upon their refuſal , ( The ſame re- 
fuſall being firſt found reaſonable by the ſaid Commiſſioners ) the burthen of the 
ſaid plancation ſhall belaid and impoſed by the ſaid Commiſſioners , in whole 
or in pare, either upon the principall Tackſ-men of any of the fruits of the 
faid Kirks : Orin cafe ofthe Tackſ-mens refuſall, the burthen be impoſed upon 
the Sub · Tackſ· men thereof: The faid Commiſſioners ſhall have power to 
decern, appoint, and ordain, ſuch parcicular recompence to be given unto the 
ſaid Tackſ-men, or Sub- Tackſ- men g by renewing of their Lackes, or Sub- 
Tackes, after the expyring thereof, upon ſuch conditions; as the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners ſhall find reaſonable. Reſpe being had to the qualitie and proportion 
of the burthen to be impoſed upon them, within the time of their Tackes and 
Rights, further than they are aſtricted by their ſaid rights : or by appointing 
ſuch other reaſonable ſatisfaction, as they ſhall find the ſaid burthen aud diſtreis 
under - gone by any of them, ſhall deſerve, and require. 

Like as the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall have ſuch like power to determin, de- 
cern, and appoint ſuch particular ſatisfaction, and recompence, to be given 
either to the Laick-patrons, or to the Tackſ- men of the Fruits of the Kirks, 
belonging to the like patronages and Sub- Tacki- men thereof, as they ſhall 
think may be anſwerable to the burthen to be impoſed upon either of them, for 
the caufe above-written proportionally. In the preſcribing of the which re- 
compence, The faid Commiſſioners ſhall have ſpeciall reſpect, what conſidera- 
tion they find reaſonable to be given to the ſaid Patrons, for their conſents to 
the Tackes , if any ſhall be appointed, and decerned to be ſet, and given unto 
the ſaid Tackſ-men, for recompence foreſaid. And if any beneficed perſon, 
upon juſt and reaſonable cauſes, refuſe to provide any Kirk belonging to their 
beneſice, according to the order hereby preſcribed, whereby the burthen of 
plantation, or further proviſion for the Kirk, muſt neceſſarily ly upon the Tackſ- 
men, or Sub- Tackſ-men of the fruites thereof: The ſaid Commiſſionere, in 
that cafe alfo , ſhall decern ſuch recompence to be given to the aid Tackſ-men , 
add Sub-Tackf-men, for theis loſs and prejudice ſuſtained, as thefaid Com- 
miſſionert ſhall find the fame ſhall merite, by renewing of Tackes unto them, 
upon ſuch conditions as may requite their loſs : Or by finding out ſome other 

reaſonable mean, which may repair the ſame* 


And 
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And our ſaid Soveraign Lord, with advice and conſent of the faid Eſtates, 
Declares, ſtatutes , and ordaines , that all Tackes, which ſhall be decetned 
by the ſaid Commiſſioners, to be given in recompence to any perſon whatſoever, 
for the cauſes above-written : and which ſhall be fer for obedience. and 
conform to the ſaid Decreet, and ſentence, whatſoever years, or long ſpace the 
ſaid Tackes ſhall comprehend , (ball be good, lawfull, and ſufficient ſecurities, 
to the perſons in whole favours the ſame are appointed to begiven , and con- 
ceived. Neither ſhall the ſame be any wayes prejudged, by the AR made in 
the Parliament holden in Anne 1617, By the which it is ſtatute, That no 
Arch-biſhop, Biſbop,or Prelate, ſhould ſet in Tack any part of their patrimonie, 
for longer ſpace nor nineteen years: And, That no inferiour beneficed perſons 
ſhall fet in Tack any part of their Benefice for longer ſpace nor their ow life 
times, and five years thereafter , as the ſaid ſtatute proports : From the 
which ſtatute the ſaid Tacks ſo appointed to be ſet and given in recompence, 
are, and ſhall be excepted, and reſerved, and ſhall no wayes come under the 
compaſs of the ſame Act and ſtatute, nor in any thing therein contained. But 
the ame ſhall remain, and abide, valide, and ſufficient rigbts, for the whole 
ſpace and years appointed therein, according to the Tennor thereof : notwith- 
ſtanding ofthe ſaid Act and Statute, And becauſe ir may fall forth, That in the 
recompence to be appointed, by the ſaid Commiſſioners, to the Patrons, Tackſ- 
men, and Sub- Tacki- men, for the aforeſaid butthen to be impoſed upon them, 
Moe years may be aſſigned for prorogation of their preſent Tacks, nor may 
lawfully , or conveniently be ſer, by the preſent bene ficed perſons, to whom by 
Law the ſetting of Tacks of Teinds belongs. 
For: reme ed thereof, Our Soveraign Lord, with advice and conſent of the 
ſaid Eſtates , Declares, Statutes, and Ordaines , that it ſhall be lawfull for 
the Commiſſioners foreſaid, to appoint as many years after the expiring of the 
preſent Tackes, to the Tackſ-men of the ſaid Kirks, and Teinds: Or to the 
patrones or Sub-Tackſ-men ( reſpe#ive ) for bruiking of the ſaid Teinds, for 
recompenſe of the ſaid burtheny, as they ſhall think reaſonable ; Which ſhall be 
as good. valid , and ſufficient Rights, to the ſaid Patrons , Tackſ-men, or Sub- 
| Tackſ-men, (reſpe8ive ) and unto their Heirs and Aſſignes, for bruiking, poſa 
ſeſſing, and diiponing on the ſaid Teinds , during the ſaid years of prorogation : 
As if good, lawfull, and valid Tacks and Rights of the ſaid Teinds had been ſer, 
and made to them, by the Titulars of the Benc fices, to whom the ſame belonged: 
With conſent of all parties having Intereſs : With expreſs proviſion and de. 
claration, That at the expy ring of all the faid years, the right of the ſaid 
Teinds , and power to ſet Lackes thereof, ſhall return, and appertain to the a- 
foreſaid Titulars of the foreſaid Benefices, as they did before the making of this 
preſent Act. And our ſaid Soveraign Lord, with advice of the Eſtates, De- 
clares, and Ordaines this preſent Commiſſion to begin upon the tenth day of 
Zannarie, next to come, with continuation of dayes : and to laſt and endure, 
during the ſpace of year and day thereafter.

HE Lords of Councell and Seſſion „ , by the grievous and 
juſt complaints of many of His Maj eſtiet good ſubjects, that the fraud, 
malice, and falſhood of a number of Dyvers and. bankrupts, is become ſo fre- 
quent, and avowed , and hath already taken ſuch progreſs, to the over-throw 
of many honeſt mens fortunes, and eftates, that it is likely to diſſolve truſt, 
commerce, and faithfull dealing amongſt Subjects: Whercupon mult enſue che 
ruine of the whole Eſtate, if the godleſs deceits of thoſe be not prevented, 
and remeeded; who by their apparent Wealth in Lands and Goods, and by 
their ſhow of Conſcience, Credit, and Honeſty ; drawing into their hands 
upon truſt the Money, Merchandize, and Goods, of well-meaning and credulous 
perſons, do no wayes intend to repay the ſame : but either to live ryoroully, 
by wafting of other mens ſubſtance : or to enrich themſelves, by that ſubtill 
ſtealth of true mens goods, and to withraw themſelves, and their goods,
